The soptiments of the peoples and also the posilion of
parties must also be taken into cousidacat o,

There are thousands of persons wno favor temperanoe,
and will support or vote in favor of it, if you do ot sepa
rate it from other questions of policy baiore thie country
im which they fecl a grester interest in bearing apon
their businoss intorosts, A sopurate party woald drive this
foroe from yon, in spite of all your argaments to the con
travy, and thus weaken you, |

Further, thres-ioortns of the friends of the tomperinco
cause in Pennsylvania belong to the Ropublican pariy
The voles in onr legislative bal's show this: while thre
fourths of the Democeatie psrty opoose temperasnce —thair
votes also prove this. Nothing wousd ploase the ramsnl
lees w0 much as to soo & soparate Tempoarance party organ
ized, and they wonld, nnder the ciroumstances, contribute
to heop il in the Beld, knswing that it would draw nesrly
all ks force from the Republican party, and thoy could
ene’ly defeat both parties, and by such means easily abtain
the pcendancy. You would also drive n large portion of
the lgkewarm Republicans to the Demoocracy, while put
fow of the professed friends of the Democracy wouald leave
their party and join a mipority for the sake of their tam
perangy rmvi;-ﬁhi. He bad a strong illasteation of this in
the conduct of tae “Great War Horse ot Femperancas,”
the Bev.John Chambers, in the Gowarnor's elaction be-
tween Pollock and Bigler, when the question of prohibi-
tion was before the people of the State,

Again, by weakening 1ho liaipuhltcm party, the natural
nllies of t-ug;mnnrm you greatly weakeo the cause of tam

es, and thia will greatly stroagthon st

scanss it witl be continanlly deriving strangth from tha
young temperance boys, as they arrive at age, while the
ruin or Demecritic party will draw but few. Thisisa
question whicl but few think of, but it has an important
bearing on this guestion.

The Maine Law was passed by some Democrats voting
for it, but thero many of the leading Democrats in Lue
St were sctive tetuperance men, Buac in no otner State
bas tho Demogracy eqdvoon ' ed temperance, or ever passod
s tamperance law. Tho few who advoeste temperanes aro
only an exception to the goeoeral rule. vho vote in our
House of Representatives, shiould s few Demoerats vol e
for the Looal Opticn law, and & few Repuablicans vole
agninst it, makes the rule held good.

Thare s also & quastion of national policy Inaming up in
this comotry, which must be decided st the naxt Prosiden

al election. I mean the prohibition poliey of the coun
try, o which the prosperity of the whole business com
munity depends. On thin question the Hepablican
purty and the Democratic partivs stund as they do oan
the temperanco question. 'To wesken tho Republican
party, which consider the temperance party
us strongly ns it is the parly of protes
tion to homes indusiry, will be dissstrous 1o the best in
terests of thn coontry, and wou'd cuuse many of those who
wonld, onder other circumstanoss, co-operite with the
temperapce cause, Lo curso it for the time belog, aad
would pever cordially sgain unite themasives with the
friends of temperande, Such feelings and such aliens
tious are much strooger and more bilter than a groat
many people who have steong feelings om the subject
osm  Umagine. I tell yon oundidly, that if the
Temperance Conven! ion should commit sach a blunder,
now, as strong & 'riond of temperstce as 1 am, 1 shou'd
bavo to take ground against it tor the timo, and 8o wauld
thoussnds of othars who are now devoied frivnds of tem.
perance, Lut who cannet tie thomsslvos down to a singla
guastion when other importsnt guestions may be perillad,

The same gentleman also offered the following:—
fienoteed, That tne general administration of aleonnlie
mixtures in the peactice of medicine is nlike condemnond
hy the learning, joogmea, and axperiencs of Lhe wiss st
practitienors, and the results which so sadly follow soch
administration, snd tesrafore in the Hght of scientific
rosgarch and experienoe this convention does most earn-
estly condomn such empirical practice,

Agreed 1o

Also a resolntion of sympnathy with the friends of
local prohibition in the Twenty-gecoud ward, and
holding their example up a8 worthy of {mitation.
Agreed to,

A temporary excitement was ecansed by the read-
ipg of & teligram addressed to a member of the
convention, ln which was contalned the information
that Governor Geary had signed the blll repealing
the act which prohibita the saie o lguor in Duan-
canuon township, Perry county.

The reading of this brought out a flery condemna-
tory resolution, in which Governor Geary was de-
poanceed in the most nnmeasured terms.

The chatrman doubted the propriety of acting im-
medlately on the resolution, inasmuch as the des-
patch from Harrisbarg came in an unoflicial shape,
He thought' the matter ought to be postponed uutil
tte anfternoon sessajon, and he would find out ia the
meantime If the Information be correct.

The resolution was postponed, and the convention
adjonrned.

The
agent reported 40 complaints, 5 fines, 1 dis-
charged for want of evidence, and 1 committed
in defanlt of fine, The receipts for the montn
were $295 08, of which #1355 was from a life
membership and donations, leaving only $9003
avallable towards the current expenses.

the Woman's Branch accompanying him at
one time, and assisting him In protecting o
voung woman who had just §errived from Liwe-
rick. 8he had lost the addressjof her friends,
and was being driven about in a hack in qoest
of them, without means to pay her fare or
lodgings. Bhe was provided with good quarters,
and potice was geut to the Mayor, who adver-
tised for her relatives, and they were found.

of “Moore's Harmonized Songs,” 05 plates of
that poet’s Irish songe, and 81 plates of his “Iar-
monized Melodiea,” There are also in this
same gronp 71 plates of Mozart's songs,
There are, besides, #7 plates of lialian songs;
52 of French and 8panish songs: 108 of sacred
gongs; 161 of relect benuties for Spanish guitar;
211 of marches and quicksteps; 925 ot variatioos
of Mozart, Beethoven, Cristinnl, Latour, Hewitt,
Herz, and others. ‘There are 27 overtures (277
lntes) by Ogden, Bggeldien, Mereadante, Haydn,
jellini, Rosslnl, Auber, [erold, and Mehul; 205
plates of waltzes; 605 plates of rondos; 50 plates
of dances; 441 plates of cotlllions and quadnlles:
446 plntes of sonata music by Corsin, Dassek,
Hormanu, Mozart, Nicholai, Plezel, Steibelt,
and Vonhal.
